WOMEN'S BACK HAIR. 


\VIu»t Might Huppon 11 Chinese Forts "\Ycro 


Few political economists havo as yot 


turned their atleution to the probable 
effect upon back hair of a war between 
China and France. 
Women, who, as a 


rule, are profoundly ignorant of tho 
origin of their back hair, do not dream 
that it would bo in any way affected by 
a blockade of tho Chinese, ports. 
Yet 


to all black-haired women a war be- 
Uveen China uud any European power 
would bo ono of tho gravest, u not 
most disastrous, of events. 


A.s is v. ell known the back hair worn 


by women is attached artiUeially to 
their heads. A century ago it was be- 
lieved that in many cases women's 
back hair actually grow in situ, and 
the existence of this delusion is testi- 
fied to by scores of pictures painted by 
tho old masters, in whish brutal men. 
are represented in tho act of dragging 
women by their back hair—an outrage 
which wo know to bo practically im- 
possible. 
Prof. Huxley, while he con- 


cedes that the front hair of a woman 
frequently grows to the 
length of 


twelve inches, has proved conclusively 
that the back hair is always attached 
to tho head'toy hairpins. Ha admits 
Ithat at an early stage of development 
tho female of our species frequently 
had long black-hair, and that the male 
undoubtedly dragged her by it. The 
lives of tho long-haired women woro 
shortened by this process, and in tirno 
tho survival of the fittest—that is to 
say, the women who hod no long black 
Im'ir -brought about tho extinction of 
the long-haired species. 


Nearly all tho back hair worn by 


black-haired women comes from China. 
Now, it is evident that tho blockade of 
Chinese ports would at once cut of the 
supply of black hair. Tho price of 
•switches," which has already risen in 
France, would go up to a ligure which 
would place baek hair beyond tho 
reach of any black-Inured woman ei- 
ei-pt the wife or daughter of a,million- 
aire, and black hair of a black color 
would pass almost entirely oat of use.

It i.s difficult from established facts 


to avoid the conclusion that tho mind 
must be different in the two sexes—not 
necessarily that ono is superior to tho 
other, but that they are different. 
In 


i-ome respects that of man excels, in 
other respects that of woman predomi- 
nates. It would be a bad state of af- 
fairs for mankind if the mind in the 
two primary divisions of the human 
race were the same. In barbarous na- 
tions, as wo havo seen, the difference 
in si/e is less than with civilized peoples, 
and as one consequence of this fact we 
find that there is not «o great a differ- 
ence in the mental development. The 
work of a woman with these is almost 
the same as that of a man. Her mode 
of life, her dress, are not essentially 
different, except in so far ns they must 
be different on account of her sex. But 
with civilized nations there is variety in 
modes of thought and other mental 
characteristics, in occupation, in man- 
ner, in dress, so that the differentiation 
between the sexes is far more distinctly 
marked than it is in tho nations low in 
the scale of progress. 
Who can doubt 


that this is the direct result of differ- 
ence, not only in the brain, but in other 
)>nrls of the nervous system? It ap- 
pears to me. therefore, that while the 
education of a woman should be just 
as thorough as that of a man, it ought 
not to bo the same. The two sects 
move along paths that approach par- 
allelism at somo points in their course, 
but they can never travel exactly the 
same road till they havo nervous sys- 
tems presenting exactly the same ana- 
tomical configuration and structure.— 
Dr. Hammond, in Popular Science 
Monthly.

From reliable and trust- 
worthy sources it has been learned that In two 
precincts in Cumberland county the polls 
were opened Nov. 4 at 6 o'clock in the mdrn- 
ing, and before 8 o'clock more than 100 votei, 
all Democratic, wefe cast. This Is plainly 
contrary to law, and the proposition IB made 
to throw out those votes for Informality. If 
this is done It will elect Clark, Republican. 
State Senator, two Representatives in the State 
Legislature, and give McCartney, Republican, 
• small majority over Landes, Dem., for Con- 
gress, in the Sixteenth District. Other possi- 
bilities In the same connection are too appar- 
ent to need mention. A meeting his been 
held to discuss what is best to be done under 
the circumstances, but my informant left town 
before any conclusion wai reached.
